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Hirst's art 
sees visits 
to gallery 
up by 20pc 

THE number of visitors to 
Walsall Art Gallery has 
soared by nearly 20 per cent 
as people flocked to see an 
exhibition by controversial 
artist Damien Hirst. 

A total of 235,938 people 
packed into the £21 million 
venue during the year-long 
display - up 18 per cent on 
the same period the previous 
year. 

Gallery bosses said the 
Hirst exhibition had proved 
to be one of their most suc¬ 
cessful displays, running 
from October 6, 2012 to 
October 27 this year. 

Gallery director Stephen 
Snoddy said: “This large 
increase in attendance 
figures fully demonstrates 
that it pays off to be ambi¬ 
tious in our exhibition plan¬ 
ning and that the people of 
the West Midlands have a 
real interest in contempo¬ 
rary art alongside our mar¬ 
vellous Garman Ryan 
collection.” 

Councillor Anthony 
Harris, cabinet member for 
leisure and culture at 
Walsall Council, said: “We’re 
absolutely delighted by the 
news that the Damien Hirst 
exhibition has been such a 
huge success.” 

The exhibition included 
major works spanning the 
whole of Hirst’s career 
including a self-portrait 
With Dead Head from 1991 
and 1994’s Away from the 
Flock, showing a lamb in a 
tank of formaldehyde. 

£46k raised 
is new record 

THE Mayor of Walsall has 
smashed the record for 
fundraising for mayoral 
charities and has so far 
raised over £46,000. 

Councillor Mohammed 
Nazir is raising money for 
the St Giles Hospice, 
Acorn’s Children’s Hospice 
and Midland International 
Aid Trust that works with 
parents and children in the 
developing world. 

Councillor Garry Perry 
previously held the 
fundraising record for the 
mayor’s charity appeal 
when he raised a total of 
£41,548 during his term in 
office. 


rShare the 
burden of 
wardens' 
costs call 

A COUNCIL chief in Walsall 
has insisted schools must 
‘share the burden’ of £19 
million of cuts as bosses plan 
to make them pay for lol¬ 
lipop men and women. 

Schools could be forced to 
pay the wages of the 82 
crossing patrol workers 
across the borough. And 
though bosses have admit¬ 
ted schools could end up 
withdrawing the patrols, 
they insist that the cuts are 
necessary. The proposals 
have angered Labour oppo¬ 
sition deputy leader Coun¬ 
cillor Sean Coughlan, who is 
chairman of governors at 
Fibbersley Park Parimary in 
Willenhall. 

Walsall Council transport 
boss Councillor Adrian 
Andrew said: “This is some¬ 
thing we are looking at to 
share the burden. What we 
don’t want to do is cut lol¬ 
lipop services like other 
areas have done.” 

The crossing patrols are 
currently funded by Walsall 
Council but bosses are 
looking to make schools pay 
instead to save £85,000. 

Councillor Coughlan said 
schools were concerned 
about whether they would 
be able to afford the wages. 

He said: “As a chairman of 
governors I think Councillor 
Andrew’s words are irre¬ 
sponsible. He knows the 
pressures that schools are 
under with decreasing 
budgets.” He added he 
hoped council chiefs would 
have a rethink. 

Tributes for 
ex-mayoress 

TRIBUTES have been paid 
to former mayoress Mary 
Westwood, who has died 
aged 93. 

Born and bred in Darlas- 
ton, she was the wife of the 
late former Darlaston South 
councillor Bill Westwood 
and served as Mayor and 
Mayoress of Walsall in the 
civic year 1985 to 1986.

IMPORTANT health services in Walsall are under threat, 
say chiefs who have written to council bosses concerned 
at the impact of millions of pounds in budget cuts. 

Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust is concerned about savings on short¬ 
term residential home placements and children’s services as part of the 
authority’s proposed cutbacks. 

Chief executive Richard Kirby has now asked Walsall Council for more infor¬ 
mation so bosses can respond as part of the consultation exercise. 


Club dancers 
are stabbed 
with needle 

TWO women were stabbed with a needle in 
a nightclub in Walsall as they danced 
together, police have revealed. The attack 
on the revellers at Revolution Vodka Bar in 
Bridge Street mirrors a spate of stabbings in 
Birmingham in recent months. 

The women felt a sharp pain in their 
upper arm while they were dancing and 
both believed they had been stabbed by a 
needle. Their injuries led police to launch an 
investigation into the attacks. 

It comes after up to 11 women were tar¬ 
geted in Birmingham city centre in recent 
months. Police last month released CCTV of 
a man they believed was behind the stab¬ 
bings in Birmingham’s Broad Street 
nightspot. Officers were originally investi¬ 
gating five attacks - but they then received 
reports of a further six. 

Police insist they do not believe the latest 
stabbings are related to the Birmingham 
attacks. They are now appealing for wit¬ 
nesses to come forward. Dc Lynsey Damms, 
from Bloxwich police station, said: “Police 
in Walsall are investigating two reports of 
women who were assaulted with what they 
believe may have been needles while in a 
Walsall bar. The women were dancing when 
they felt a sharp pain in the upper arm.” 

The attacks happened between 12.30am 
and 1.30am on Sunday. 

Anyone with information is asked to call 
West Midlands Police on 101. 


The cash-strapped authority needs to 
save £19 million in the next final year with 
more than 330 posts earmarked for the axe. 

This includes clawing back cash from 
departments including social care and 
£5m from children’s services. 

In the letter to council chief executive 
Paul Sheehan, Mr Kirby said he was aware 
of the financial challenges facing the 
council. Although in support of some of the 
proposed budget allocation, representa¬ 
tives of the health trust will be meeting the 
council for further clarification. 

“As you might expect we strongly 
support the decision to protect the inter¬ 
mediate care services currently provided 
by the council as far as possible,” Mr Kirby 
said. “It will be more important than ever 
that these services are able to support 
people to remain in or return to their own 
homes as effectively as possible. 

Reduction 

“We note your proposal to save £1.5m by 
reducing short-term residential home 
placements and reducing use of domicil¬ 
iary care. There are a number of proposed 
savings that relate to children’s services. 

“The size of the planned reduction on 
children’s centre spending is particularly 
important in this context. We understand 
the scale of the task facing the council but 
there are a number of savings proposals 
that could have a very significant impact 
on the work of the trust about which we do 
not yet have sufficient information.” 

Under the initial council proposals some 
37 staff would be made redundant from 
children’s centres, where £930,000 will be 
slashed from the budget. Some taxi jour¬ 
neys for families paid for by the council 
could also be cut to save £100,000. 

The health trust which runs Walsall 
Manor Hospital has recently revealed it 
faces having to make savings of up to £13m 
in 2014/15.

A ROBBER who injured a 
chip shop owner’s neck as 
he flew into a rage when he 
was refused free food is 
now behind bars. 

Jonathan Whitter was so 
angry he could not have the 
chicken and pie he wanted that 
he pushed over Manjit Singh 
and stamped on his chest. 

He made a half-hearted attempt 
to open the cash till before fleeing 
with the food and some chips, a 
court heard. The victim has been 
left afraid to work in the shop at 
night following the ordeal, which 
happened at around 9pm on an 
evening in January this year. 
Whitter, of Rose Hill Gardens, Wil- 
lenhall, has been jailed for three 
years and eight months after 
admitting robbery. 

During the sentencing at Birm¬ 
ingham Crown Court the 30-year- 
old was told that Mr Singh has since 
recovered from his injuries. 

Confidence 

But he has lost confidence 
working at Mile Oak Fish Bar in 
Tamworth where he was attacked. 

Recorder Mr Collingwood 
Thompson QC was given a victim 
statementt. He told Whitter: “The 
main effect of what you did has 
been psychological. He has lost his 
confidence. He has lost his enthusi¬ 
asm. He doesn’t like working in the 
shop at night. 

“I accept you didn’t intend to 
cause that level of injury, neverthe¬ 
less I can’t ignore the fact he suf¬ 
fered those injuries.” 

He added that Whitter had been 
given full credit for his guilty plea 
but it was fortunate that further 
injury was not caused by stamping 
on the shopowner’s chest. 

Whitter had admitted robbery at 
a previous hearing at Stafford 
Crown Court earlier this month. 
The case had been adjourned for 
more details about the victim. Mr 
Simon Hanns, defending, said his 
client had stolen food but had not 
taken money. He said the CCTV 
footage was ‘harrowing’. 


Son stole 
goods for 
drug cash 

A SON broke into his 
parents’ home and stole 
£4,000 worth of property 
which he sold on to a pawn 
shop for a tiny slice of its 
value to feed his drug habit, 
a court heard. 

Aaron Khan was paid 
£150 for the Kindle reading 
device and a camera.

Mr Edward Soulsby, pros¬ 
ecuting, said: “He wasn’t 
living there and was sepa¬ 
rated from them due to prob¬ 
lems arising from his drug 
addiction.” Mr Paul And¬ 
rews, defending, said: “He is 
taking steps to address his 
problems. He has got rid of 
his friends.” 

Khan was granted condi¬ 
tional bail.

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Jail term 
suspended 
for depot 
cable thief 

A METAL thief has nar¬ 
rowly avoided an immediate 
jail term after he was caught 
red-handed stealing cables 
from a railway depot in the 
middle of the night. 

British Transport Police 
officers carrying out surveil¬ 
lance as part of a crackdown 
on metal thefts saw Robert 
Moore remove the cable 
cords at Bescot rail yard in 
Walsall. 

Moore, 34, of Carrington 
Road, Wednesbury, admitted 
stealing multi-cord cable 
belonging to Network Rail, 
of a value unknown, on 
November 28. 

Mrs Lauranne Middleton, 
prosecuting, said during 
Moore’s police interview he 
said he had walked across 
the track earlier that day 
and saw a bag containing 
cables. 

She said he admitted he 
returned and removed three 
lengths of cable which he 
would have sold for scrap. 
Mrs Middleton told the 
hearing that Moore had 
tested positive for cocaine. 

Mr Harbinder Gahir, def¬ 
en-ding, said: “It was simply 
lying on the ground. This was 
an opportunist theft.” 

District Judge Michael 
Morris, sitting at Walsall 
Magistrates court, sen¬ 
tenced Moore to eight weeks 
jail suspended for 12 months 
with a supervision order. He 
was also banned from 
driving for two months and 
ordered to pay costs of £85. 

Electricity 
supply for 
4,000 is hit 

ALMOST 4,000 homes were 
without electricity after a 
power cut hit, including 
areas of Walsall. 

A fault in an underground 
cable in Burntwood cut off 
3,949 customers in parts of 
Brownhills, Walsall Wood, 
Burntwood, Cannock, Lich¬ 
field just before 8.30am last 
Friday. 

Around 3,500 customers 
had power restored within 
10 minutes and the majority 
of the remaining homes had 
their supply back within an 
hour. Residents in Hednes- 
ford Road, Brownhills spoke 
of the problems they faced. 

Carer Kerry Murphy said: 
“I was very worried when 
the power went off because 
my 15-year-old son is 
severely disabled and all of 
his equipment is electric. I 
think our house was one of 
the last ones to have its 
power restored.” 


Dog owner who dragged puppy in 10-year ban

A MAN who dragged a nine-week-old 
puppy along a street has been banned 
from owning dogs for 10 years after a 
court heard the animal was found 
covered in blood. 

Members of the public called police after 
the American bulldog-type animal was 
heard whimpering, with a chain wrapped 
around its neck. 

Owner Abdul Khadir, aged 32, was said to 
be drunk when officers went to Prince 
Street in the Pleck area of Walsall, the 
town’s magistrates were told. 

He was taken to Bloxwich police station 


where officers discovered he was in posses¬ 
sion of cannabis. 

Mrs Virinder Bains, prosecuting, said 
when officers arrived at the scene on the 
afternoon of August 18 they could see blood 
on the dog’s mouth and paws. 

It was taken to a vet, who confirmed there 
were cuts to the puppy’s face. 

Mrs Bains said: “He told police the animal 
may have had bloodied paws due to being 
pulled.” 

The puppy was then taken into specialist 
care as the vet also found it was ‘subdued, 
lethargic and tired’. 

Mrs Bains said Khadir told police he had 


been drinking heavily and admitted having 
the cannabis. 

Khadir, of Pleck Road, pleaded guilty to 
causing unnecessary suffering to a pro¬ 
tected animal and to possession of cannabis 
at a previous hearing. 

Mr David Nash, defending, said: “He was 
drinking because of financial and relation¬ 
ship issues he was going through at the time. 
He is an inexperienced dog owner. 

“It’s a young dog that was in need of some 
training. 

“He was over-zealous with his pulling and 
tugging of it. He is remorseful.” 

Khadir was disqualified from keeping 


dogs for 10 years and a deprivation order 
was issued, meaning the puppy will not be 
returned to him. 

Magistrates ordered him to carry out 150 
hours of unpaid work and handed him a 12- 
month supervision order. He was also 
ordered to pay £100 towards veterinary fees, 
costs of £85 and a £60 victim surcharge. 

Khadir was sentenced for the cannabis 
offence at an earlier hearing, when he was 
fined £75 and told to pay a £20 victim sur¬ 
charge. 

Sentencing for the animal cruelty charge 
had been adjourned for three weeks prior to 
his appearance. 


Hospital chief orders new 
probe on baby Kyle's death 


A FRESH investigation has been ordered into 
the death of a baby whose stepfather killed 
him a week after nurses and a junior doctor 
spotted bruising on his body. 

Walsall Manor’s chief executive Richard Kirby has 
launched the new inquiry into treatment of Kyle 
Keen. Kyle was just 16 months old when he was 
admitted to Walsall Manor Hospital in June 2006 


with a brain bleed. 

He had been shaken by his 
stepfather Tyrone Matth¬ 
ews who was later sentenced 
to six-and-a-half years in 
prison for manslaughter. 

The hospital was criti¬ 
cised in a serious case review 
in 2009 after it emerged a 
week before the baby’s 
death, nurses and a junior 
doctor spotted suspicious 
bruises on his body. 

They had wanted to refer 
the matter to social services 
but under the instruction of 
a consultant no report was 
issued. Mr Kirby has now 
announced a new review will 
be undertaken. 

Kyle’s natural father, 
Robert Keen, who was also 
suspicious about the bruis¬ 
ing, was not made aware of 
any failings at the time. 

But in a letter to Mr Keen, 
hospital chief executive 
Richard Kirby, who was not 
at the helm at the time, said 
it was standard practice for 
the full report to be held by 
the safeguarding board. 

Mr Kirby said: “We will be 
undertaking a further 
review of this tragic case to

ensure that we all under¬ 
stand how this incident was 
dealt with and whether 
there are any further lessons 
for us to learn.” 

As part of the latest 
review, an independent team 
is set to consider whether 
the hospital was sufficiently 
open and transparent. 

Mr Kirby is also con¬ 
cerned that information was 
not shared with Mr Keen. 

Matthews, of Dale Street, 
Palfrey, had a history of vio¬ 
lence towards Kyle and the 
boy’s mother Kerry Mackin¬ 
tosh. 

The baby was taken to 
Walsall Manor Hospital on 
June 29, 2006 but was trans¬ 
ferred to the University Hos¬ 
pital of North Staffordshire 
in Stoke where he died the 
following day. Matthews, 
then aged 25, denied murder 
but admitted the lesser char¬ 
ge of manslaughter. McIn¬ 
tosh, then aged 21, of Hath- 
erton Street, Butts, admit¬ 
ted cruelty by neglect.

£13m savings warning by health chiefs 


SAVINGS of up to £13 million will 
need to be made at a hospital where 
there has been a surge in demand for 
services. 

The trust which runs Walsall 
Manor Hospital has already ear¬ 
marked £11.4m savings this year 
and is expected to be £l.lm short of 
the target. Now bosses have said 
that they are looking to find £13m of 
savings in 2014/2015. 

It is not known at this stage 


whether there will be any impact on 
jobs with formal proposal due to go 
before the board early next year. 

It comes after health chiefs at the 
Manor say they have been hit with 
extra demand on services which has 
helped contribute to record levels of 
expenditure on temporary workers, 
with £10m in six months and £2m in 
September alone, although steps 
have now been taken to address the 
issue. 


In a report to the board of Walsall 
Healthcare NHS Trust, chief execu¬ 
tive Richard Kirby, said: “We con¬ 
tinue to plan for future cost 
improvement and are aiming to 
have undertaken a review of the 
2014/15 programme and developed 
initial plans for 2015/16 which we 
will share with the full board in the 
next two to three months. 

“At this stage we are facing a 
£13m target for 2014/15 against 


which we have identified £5.3m of 
schemes - this will need further 
development as part of our planning 
for 2014/15.” 

Emergency admissions have rock¬ 
eted by up to 40 per cent at the 
Manor, with increasing numbers of 
patients from Staffordshire. 

Demand will further increase 
under plans to strip services from 
Stafford Hospital, including the 
maternity unit. 


Massive haul of drugs 
was 'packed to order' 


FOLLOWING the discovery of one of the 
largest hauls ever uncovered in the West Mid¬ 
lands, detectives this week have said it was 
‘packed to order’ ready for shipment. 

Almost two tons of cocaine, cannabis and ecstasy 
was uncovered at Maybrook industrial estate in 


Brownhills. 

The drugs, worth up to 
£30 million, were being 
unloaded when a 30-strong 
police squad struck. It was 
one of the largest seizures 
ever made by West Midlands 
Police and included 120 lib 
bags of cannabis, five 1kg 
bricks of cocaine and 50 1kg 
bags of MDMA, which is also 
known as ecstasy. 

Detective Sergeant Carl 
Russell, from Force CID, 
today said the impact of the 
discovery could not be 
underestimated in terms of 
the impact it would have on 
drug dealing in the region 
and the UK as a whole. 

He said: “This is the 
largest seizure of drugs I 
have secured in my 24-year 
career with West Midlands 
Police. It is also one of the 
largest in the force’s history. 

“The drugs had almost 
certainly been packed to 
order ready for shipping 
within Britain but possibly 
even further afield. Our 
operation will have a nat¬ 
ional effect and we are work¬ 
ing closely with a range of 
law enforcement agencies to 
identify those involved.” 

The drugs were wrapped 
in protective foam chips and

packed in layers in six large 
cardboard boxes measuring 
up to five by four feet. 

They were stored on five 
freight pallets and wrapped 
in thick plastic bags taped 
closed with the cannabis 
vacuum-packed to stifle its 
tell-tale smell. 

DS Russell said the drugs 
were incredibly harmful and 
could be cut with potentially 
deadly chemicals. 

He added: “The labs 
where they are made are 
highly dangerous environ¬ 
ments which put neighbours 
at risk and those behind 
drug crime are almost 
always involved in gun 
crime, people trafficking and 
exploitation.” 

The operation resulted in 
two men, aged 50 and 53, 
from Brownhills, being arr¬ 
ested on suspicion of supply¬ 
ing a controlled drug along 
with a 51-year-old man from 
Norton in Stoke-on-Trent. 
They have been released on 
conditional police bail 
pending further inquiries. 

The raid took place at 
around 5pm on Wednesday.

Objection 
to green 
belt plans 
removed 

THE Environment Agency 
has removed its objection to 
plans for more than 140 
homes on green belt land 
between two villages, it has 
emerged.

It is a boost to KGL 
Estates as it prepares an 
appeal to government plan¬ 
ning inspectors over the 
council’s decision. 

They have formed a cam¬ 
paign group to resist the 
development off Landywood 
Lane which they say is the 
last piece of green space sep¬ 
arating Great Wyrley from 
Cheslyn Hay. 

KGL boss Ken Lees wel¬ 
comed the agency’s with¬ 
drawal, but said: “The fight 
is not over yet.” He believes 
council bosses have seri¬ 
ously underestimated the 
number of new homes that 
will be needed in the village 
over the next 15 years. 

Time to check

Bosses in Walsall say 
people who are already vul¬ 
nerable because of their age, 
existing illness or disability 
severe cold snaps are at the 
highest risk.

HEALTH chiefs in Walsall 
are urging people in high- 
risk groups to have their flu 
jab and tap into financial 
support available to make 
their homes more energy 
efficient this winter.

“It is also worth people 
checking they are claiming 
all the benefits they may be 
entitled to as this may help 
with bills.” 

Association 
joins with 
food bank 

A HOUSING association 
has teamed up with a food 
bank to help crisis-hit people 
in the run-up to Christmas.

Dementia diagnosis is one of lowest in UK 


WALSALL is one of two areas of the West 
Midlands to have been named and shamed 
as being among the worst 10 parts of the 
country for the diagnosis of dementia. 

In Walsall, diagnosis is as low as 37.2 per 
cent while the Stafford figure is even worse 
at just 36.4 per cent, this compares to some 
parts of the country where diagniosis rates 
are above 70 per cent. 

The figures were released as it was 
revealed that fewer than half of people suf¬ 
fering from dementia are being formally 
diagnosed because doctors fear stigmatising 
their patients, according to the Health Sec¬ 
retary. 


Jeremy Hunt s dementia map of 
England showed that in some areas, fewer 
than four in every 10 dementia sufferers 
have their condition recognised by the NHS. 

The disclosure comes as the Government 
begins a campaign to boost diagnosis rates, 
which will include Britain leading a Group 
of Eight conference on the issue next month. 

The Department of Health estimates that 
670,000 people in England are suffering 
from dementia. 

However, only 319,000 have been diag¬ 
nosed, NHS figures show. Overall, 48 per 
cent of the estimated dementia cases are 
being formally recognised by the NHS. 


In some areas, the diagnosis rate is as high 
as 75 per cent. But in the worst performing 
areas, it falls to 39 per cent. 

Mr Hunt said he was disclosing the diag¬ 
nosis rates in an effort to drive up standards 
and end what campaigners have called a 
postcode lottery in the treatment of demen¬ 
tia sufferers. 

Challenges 

The World Health Organisation estimates 
that the number of people worldwide living 
with dementia could more than treble to 
115.4 million by 2050 due to the ageing pop¬ 
ulation. 


The figure is expected to pass the 
million mark in the UK alone by the end of 
2020. Mr Hunt said: “Dementia is one of the 
biggest challenges we face as a nation. 

“This report and map will help drive up 
standards of dementia care across the 
country by showing what excellent care 
looks like, and challenging the rest to 
become like the best.” 

But shadow minister for care and older 
people Liz Kendall said: “If David Cameron 
was serious about improving the quality of 
dementia care, he would not have cut 
council budgets for older people’s social care 
to the bone.” 


Ben carries on after staring 
death in the face at just 22

“IT BRINGS home a sense of your 
own mortality when a friend dies 
in your arms.” 

He is just 22. But as a member of the 
Armed Forces serving Queen and 
country, Ben Jones has stared death 
straight in the face more than once. 

Driven at by a suicide bomber and coming 
under fire from a Taliban marksman, the 
senior aircraftman reveals his story of life on 
the front line in Afghanistan. 

Ben, of II Squadron Royal Air Force Regi¬ 
ment, recently completed his final tour of 
duty after suffering serious leg injuries on 
active service in Helmand Province. 

He suffered a broken left thigh, dislocated 
knee and torn tendons during an attack near 
Camp Bastion on September 30. 

Ben, who grew up in Willenhall, recalled 
how he was part of a foot patrol among a 
group of 14 personnel when the attacker, 
who was killed instantly in the blast, struck. 
He says he was among four servicemen to be 
injured. “We had received a radio message to 
stop a suspicious car which had been spotted 
in the area,” he says. 

Detonated 

“Within seconds it came careering round 
the corner. We started to draw our weapons 
and to flag down the driver to stop, but he 
didn’t. He just drove at straight at us and 
detonated the car, which was converted into 
an improvised explosive device - in effect a 
bomb on wheels. 

“He was five metres in front of us. I was 
injured by the flying metal and debris. There 
was nothing left of the driver and only a 
small piece of metal remained of the white 
car afterwards. 

“The lads with me sent for Apache heli¬ 
copters which came and provided aerial pro¬ 
tection and cover until the American med¬ 
ical team arrived on the scene to treat us. 
Planes were flown in to take us back to camp. 

“I was taken to the operating theatre 
straight away to remove the bits of metal 
from my leg.” 

After five days at the camp hospital he was 
flown to Selly Oak Hospital, in Birmingham, 
where he stayed for four days at its specialist 
unit for injured military personnel. 

He now wears a leg brace to aid rehabilita¬ 
tion and visits RAF Cosford weekly for phys¬ 
iotherapy. But this was not the first brush 


with death for the former St Thomas More 
RC School pupil, who grew up in Hobley 
Street, Shepwell Green. 

While on his first tour of Afghanistan in 
February 2012 the aircraftman saw his good 
friend SAC Ryan Tomlin, aged 21, of Hert¬ 
fordshire, shot dead by a Taliban marksman 
right in front of him. 

They had been protecting a foot patrol in 
Dashte in central Helmand when they came 
under fire. 

“Ryan got shot in the head. I was just 
behind him,” he recalls. “He died in my 


arms, but it all happened so quickly he 
didn’t suffer. I was quite shaken up for quite 
a bit afterwards. It does bring home to you a 
sense of your own mortality. We stood in a 
guard of honour as his coffin draped in the 
Union Flag was put on a plane to be flown 
home.” 

But, despite facing death and suffering 
heartache since he joined up in 2010, he says 
he is proud to have served his country. “I’m 
glad I went to Afghanistan,” he says. “I’m 
proud to have served Queen and country, 
but it’s also been a great career move. It’s 


been a life-changing experience for me.” 
Ben, who now lives in Cannock, tied the 
knot with wife Grace, a disability and 
mental health nurse also 22, while on a rest 
and recuperation on August 8, but had to 
return to duty four days later. 

The couple are now due to go on a belated 
honeymoon to Lapland. 

He is also due to take voluntary early 
release from the military in the new year 
and is looking forward to a fresh start. He is 
settingup a new handyman business, Green 
Tips Gardening.

Tributes have been 
paid on the Saddlers sup¬ 
porters’ website, upthe 
saddlers.com, and from 
others who knew him 
over the years. 

Fred Gleeson, of 
Moxley People’s Centre, 
said: “I can honestly say 
Bert was one of the most 
genuine and sincere men I 
have known.” Players 
wore black armbands for 
Walsall’s subsequent 
game at Crawley Town.

Rescuer Rudy bows out 
from an amazing career

LISA WRIGHT talks to fire¬ 
fighter Rudy Parkes who 
has retired after a long 
career helping out commu¬ 
nities at home and abroad 

FROM digging a child out from 
the rubble of her collapsed 
nursery in earthquake-hit Haiti, 
to fighting one of the West Mid¬ 
lands’ biggest fires earlier this 
year, Rudy Parkes has had a 
remarkable career. 

As a member of West Midlands 
Fire Service he has tackled countless 
house fires, car crashes and was even 
on shift on the night of the 1985 
Handsworth riots and the Chinese 
lantern blaze in Smethwick this 
year. 

But now after three decades of service 
Rudy has retired. 

Investigate 

During his career the veteran fire¬ 
fighter, who ended his service as watch 
commander at Cradley Heath, and is 
married to Clare, 40, and father to 10- 
year-old William, has not only saved 
lives in the Midlands, but also spent 
more than 20 years visiting some of the 
poorest parts of the world to help build 
schools and community facilities. 

He has led more than 50 trips to 
Romania and six to Tanzania. 

This was alongside his firefighter 
duties and his role in the International 
Search and Rescue squad which has 
included working in earthquake-hit 
Japan and Haiti. 

And it was in Haiti in 2010 that he was 
part of a team that carried out his most 
memorable rescue. 

“We were actually searching a super¬ 
market, there were about 40 of us res¬ 
cuers and it was around lunchtime. 


“A young lad came running up to me 
and grabbed hold of my arm,” said 
Rudy, who now lives in Wollaston, 
Stourbridge. 

“Me and [fellow rescuer] Dean 
Harris said we would go and investi¬ 
gate. We walked down the road, about 


500 yards, and there was a school that 
had collapsed. As soon as I got onto the 
rubble I could hear a little girl crying 
‘Mummy’.” 

That little girl was two-year-old Mia, 
and fellow West Midlands colleagues, 
as well as those from Wales and Man¬ 


chester, rushed to help. Mia had been 
trapped under a concrete slab beneath 
the rubble for three days and three 
nights, and crews used their bare hands 
to free the toddler. 

Rudy added: “As she came out, her 
little face was dirty She went straight to 
her mother. 

“It was quite tense at the time 
because what you do is you focus. 

“You have got a job to do and you have 
to stay focused and each person in that 
team was part of that rescue, it was 
probably the best one I’ve been involved 
in.” 

Rudy’s fundraising efforts have 
ranged from flying to Ecuador in Febru¬ 
ary 2009 to raise money for the Bobby 
Moore Fund cancer charity - of which 
Rudy is project manager - with Express 
& Star columnist Carl Chinn and his col¬ 
league Andy Grosvenor, to a 120-mile 
canoe trip down the River Severn to 
raise money for an orphanage in Tanza¬ 
nia. 

Remote 

He has also helped to construct a 
physiotherapy unit at the Salvation 
Army’s Matumi orphanage in Dar Es 
Salaam. 

Other exploits have included helping 
to build an extension to a school in Alto 
Par also, a remote village in Brazil, in 
2010. 

In March the next year, he also joined 
the ISAR squad helping to find the sur¬ 
vivors of the earthquake in Japan. 

The 53-year-old received an MBE 
from the Prince of Wales at Buckingham 
Palace in May 2012 for his charity work 
at home and abroad. 

As his career drew to a close Rudy was 
also one of the 200 firefighters who 
attended the huge fire at Jayplas recy¬ 
cling plant in Smethwick in July 
sparked by a Chinese lantern that 
floated onto the site. 

He said: “I’ve loved every minute, I’ve 
got no regrets and I’ve loved going to 
work every day and every night.”

TRAM commuters will get a new park and ride 
service at a station to ease the car-clogged 
streets of the estate it serves.

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Spending in 
pipeline for 
shops boost 

HUNDREDS of thousands of pounds will be 
invested into developing land and sprucing 
up run-down shops under new three-year 
regeneration plans. 

Walsall Council is looking to allocate funds in a bid 
to boost jobs and encourage business into the town. 


The proposals to continue 
regeneration in the borough 
come despite the cash-strap¬ 
ped authority needing to 
save £19m in the next finan¬ 
cial year. 

Around £200,000 a year is 
being set aside by the council 
for carrying out work which 
will assist developments in 
Walsall. In the first year it is 
being covered by undersp¬ 
end in the capital program¬ 
me for 2013/14.

A report to the council 
states the additional funding 
will help generate jobs. “This 
project relates to the use of

Ban for ‘skipping’ claim Wolves fan, 32 


HE CLAIMED to have been ‘skip¬ 
ping along’ the street after a Wolves 
match. 

But football fan Paul Gregory has 
now been banned from attending games 
after being spotted trying to provoke 
Walsall supporters after a crunch 
match. The 32-year-old shouted at rival 
fans while walking down the middle of a 
road with his arms outstretched after 
Wolves Johnstone’s Paint Tro-phy clash 
with Walsall at Molineux on September 
3, a court heard. 

He was convicted after trial of a 
public order offence of using threaten¬ 
ing behaviour with intent to cause fear 
of or provoke unlawful violence. But Mr 
Sundip Murria, defending at Wolver¬ 
hampton Magistrates’ Court, that 
Gregory had merely been ‘skipping’ 
along and doing what football fans do. 
Police spotted father-of-two Greg-ory, of 
Auden Court in Perton, among a group 
of around 40 Wolves supporters on St 
Patrick’s Ring Road at around 10pm

after the game which Wolves won on 
penalties. He was arrested five minutes 
later on Lichfield Street. A police 
officer’s statement read out in court by 
Mr Murria said: “He was what can only 
be described as skipping in an excited 
sideways motion down the road with 
his arms raised and was shouting at the 
top of his voice.” 

Mr Roger Bleazard, prosecuting, 
said: “Walsall fans were becoming agi¬ 
tated because of his behaviour.” 

Gregory was given a three-year foot¬ 
ball banning order, prohibiting him 
from attending any regulated matches 
during that period and ordering him to 
hand over his passport to police during 
certain overseas games. He also rec¬ 
eived a community order with a req¬ 
uirement that he undergo 12 months’ 
supervision. Magistrates further 
ordered him to pay £200 costs and a £60 
victim surcharge.

Sacked worker 
cleared by jury 

A CARE worker who was sacked after two colleagues 
reported him to bosses for allegedly ill-treating 
patients at a home has been cleared by a jury of any 
wrongdoing. 

Michael Sedgwick told Stafford Crown Court that he 
believed the complaints were made because he had applied 
for a senior post at the Alma Court residential centre, and 
colleagues wanted to taint his name. 

One of his former colleagues, Sarah Hawkins, alleged 
Sedgwick had punched 86-year-old dementia patient Jabez 
Edwards in the chest, causing him to fall backwards into his 
chair. Sedgwick also denied Sarah Hannay’s report that he 
had grabbed 81-year-old Dennis Mayner round the throat 
and forced him backwards onto the toilet. 

Sedgwick, aged 21, of Formby Way, Turnberry Estate, 
Bloxwich, was found not guilty of two separate charges of 
ill-treatment of a person lacking mental capacity. 

The jury’s verdicts were unanimous and the defendant 
was discharged. He has left care work and has no intention 
of returning to it. He now works in a warehouse.

Chiefs ditch 
proposal to 
cut price of 
school food 


PLANS to cut the price of school meals by 
reducing the range of options available have 
been thrown out by council chiefs. 

Original proposals to reduce the cost to £1 per meal 
were scrapped earlier this year - but the idea was 


revived last week after it 
could be slashed. 

But council chiefs have 
now rejected the plans and 
admitted that prices will 
remain at £1.90. They say 
the authority cannot afford 
to spend any money on the 
scheme while it faces £19m 
of cuts. A pilot scheme was 
set to be launched in the 
coming months to gauge the 
level of support. The most 
recent figures collected 
show 86 per cent of pupils 
eligible for free school meals 
were taking up the offer. 

A report detailing the rec¬ 
ommendations has stated 
the extra cost to the council 
by offering the discount 
would be ‘impossible’. 

“Figures presented to 
scrutiny estimated the cost 
of a wholly free service to be 
approximately £12m per 
annum and the £1 per meal 
service being in the region of 
£8m,” it reads.” 

Chris Holliday, head of 
leisure and community 
health at Walsall Council, 
said: “It is worth noting

Lock-up for teen thief 
caught raiding home 


A TEENAGER who was 
caught burgling a family home 
by the homeowners has been 
locked up for 20 months. 

The victims arrived home to see the 
shadows of people in their home, 
Wolverhampton Crown Court heard. 
Mr Geoffrey Dann, prosecuting, told 
the court that the couple had returned 
to their home in Ashmore Park at 
about 8pm on October 24. 

“They noticed that the upstairs 
bedroom lights were on in the house 
and two heads could be seen in the 
upstairs bedrooms,” he said. The court 
heard that Mrs Phillips shouted to her 


husband that someone was in the 
house. Mr Dann said: “He shouted ‘Get 
out of my house’, and the two men ran 
out of the rear of the house.” Police 
found 19-year-old Shane Wellington 
and his accomplice, who cannot be 
named for legal reasons, lying on the 
ground nearby. 

The court heard that three rings 
were recovered from Wellington, and 
both were arrested. Wellington admit¬ 
ted the burglary straight away, while 
his accomplice initially denied the 
crime. Mr Dann said that as well as the 
rings which were worth about £3,000 a 
games console worth £250 and a cam¬ 
corder worth £60 were taken. An unt¬ 


idy search of the house had been made, 
a patio door had been broken and some 
crockery smashed. 

The court heard that Wellington had 
pleaded guilty to burglary. His accom¬ 
plice, a youth, had already been locked 
up for the offence in a young offenders 
institution. 

Wellington, of Remington Road, 
Walsall, has three previous convictions 
for burglary. Mr Christopher Gorman, 
defending, said Wellington’s criminal 
behaviour was due to a drug addiction. 
He said the jewellery was returned. 
Wellington was sentenced to 20 months 
in a young offenders institution and 
ordered to pay a £100 victim surcharge.

Tea's up at new 
venue following 
£37,000opening 

IT HAS only been open for 12 weeks, but 
a new village tea room has proved so 
popular that organisers are already plan¬ 
ning an expansion. 

More than 80 people visit the venue at 
the Essington Community Centre every 
day, according to parish council chairman 
David Clifft. Now redecoration work has 
begun inside an adjoining room, which is 
due to open soon after Christmas, 
housing another six tables. 

The tea room on Hobnock Road in Ess¬ 
ington, near Willenhall, is designed to be 
a meeting place for residents and can seat 
30 people at any one time. 

Councillor Clifft said: “It is just great 
that people are coming in here for conver¬ 
sation. It gets them out of the house.” 

The tea room opened in September at 
a cost of £37,000. The parish council 
received a £10,000 grant from the Nat¬ 
ional Lottery in July to help fund it. 

Schools are placed 
in special measures 

TWO schools in Walsall have been 
deemed ‘inadequate’ and placed in 
special measures by education watchdog 
Ofsted. Willenhall E-ACT Academy and 
St Francis Catholic Primary School, in 
Shelfield, have been told they must 
improve following recent inspections. 

Inspectors said teaching was ‘inade¬ 
quate’ and students’ progress was ‘too 
slow’ at the Willenhall school. An inspec¬ 
tion at the Shelfield school found ‘wide 
gaps’ in attainment. 

£6k appeal boost

Brother of boy who died hits out at yobs 


HEARTLESS thieves stole orna¬ 
ments and destroyed flowers left 
at a graveside in Willenhall. 

Retired lorry driver Michael Birch 
has been tending his brother Brian’s 
grave at Short Heath Holy Trinity 
Church in Willenhall three days a 
week for 60 years. 

Mr Birch, now 64, was just four 
when he started looking after the 
memorial. 

Brian died aged 14 months after his 
intestines became wrapped around 
each other. 

Doctors removed his appendix sus¬ 
pecting appendicitis but he died 12 
hours after the operation. 

Repainting 

When Mr Birch, of Coalmeadow 
Close, Bloxwich, visited his grave 
earlier this week, he discovered 
flowers he had laid down just days 
earlier had been pulled apart and 
ornaments had been stolen. 

He said: “I don’t like graves to be 
forgotten about and so for as long as I 
can remember, I have been visiting my 
brother’s and washing and repainting 
his headstone and putting fresh 
flowers on it. 

“This week it was the 60th anniver¬ 
sary of his death and so as usual, I 
went to visit his grave, but when I got 
there I was so upset to see the heads 
from flowers had been pulled off and 
the pots they were in had been taken. ”

A POST office boss is set to meet councillors to explain con¬ 
troversial plans to close a branch in Willenhall and move the 
facilities into a shop. 

Willenhall Post Office is one of 70 Crown Post Office branches, or 
those run directly by the Post Office, earmarked to be franchised. 
Bosses insisted a decision had not yet been made but confirmed 
a consultation would be held once detailed plans are revealed. 


Richard Lynds, senior stakeholder 
manager for Post Office Ltd, has 
agreed to arrange a meeting with 
councillors to discuss the issue. 

A motion in opposition to the 
closure was previously backed by the 
council. 

The motion, submitted by Council¬ 
lor Tim Oliver, said: “Council wishes 
to place on record its opposition to the 
process of privatisation taking place 
within the Royal Mail and the threat 
to the ‘six day, one price goes any¬ 
where’ delivery. 

“We believe that these proposals 
will lead to higher prices and a worse 
service for Walsall residents. In par¬ 
ticular, council opposes proposals to 
franchise and/or close the Crown Post 
Office currently located in Willenhall. 

“The downgrade of the status of 
Willenhall Crown Post Office by 
attempting to franchise it into 
another retail business will lead to an 
inferior customer service and will 
have a negative impact on the local 
economy.” 

A response on behalf of Mr Lynds 
says: “The options are still at consul¬ 
tation stage, with the Post Office 
remaining positive about the office 
remaining in the area, and see the key 
changes as being focused around 
improvements to the services, rather 
than creating a negative impact. 

“He is very happy to attend any

meeting to answer any questions from 
members, if this provides a helpful 
solution and to include the council in 
the consultation process moving 
forward.” 

Members of the public will be given 
six weeks to have a say on the plans 
when they are announced early next 
year. 

Councillor Sean Coughlan, who has 
opposed the plans, said: “I hope that 
the Crown Post Office service will 
listen to what Walsall councillors are 
saying.

Snow go? Then Peugeot's 
2008 may be the answer 


JUST a few months after 
being impressed on the 
launch of the Peugeot 2008, 
I took another look and 
again came away with a 
good feeling about this new 
arrival. 

On test was the 2008 Feeline 1.6 e- 
HDi 115 version and I was so taken 
with the option I have already rec¬ 
ommended it to a relative looking to 
buy. 

This 2008 is a real money saving 
alternative for those seeking the 
assurance of four wheel drive per¬ 
formance because it comes com¬ 
pletes with Peugeot’s superb new 
“grip control” as standard. 

This system optimises traction in 
poor grip conditions and puts this 
crossover into a different league 
when combined with the 165mm 
ground clearance and advanced 
traction control. 

The system works because grip 
control transfers torque to the tyre 
with the most grip in a scrabbling 
manner allowing the 2008 to even 


If you need lots of room in the rear, the 2008 certainly fits the bill 


negotiate a ski slope. It comes as 
standard with Allure and Feline 
trims, or is a £300 extra on lower- 
spec models. 

The SUV crossover currently 
occupies less than seven per cent of 
the European B-segment but this is 
just the type of vehicle to see sales 
spiral upwards. 

The challenge to all producers in 
this sector is to provide something 
distinctive and Peugeot have got 
things just right. Not only does the 
2008 have the cutting edge with the 
new “grip” system but it also has 
winning looks too. 


Inside Peugot has developed a 
new look too with the fascia capping 
covered in a silky material and a 
brilliant aircraft style handbrake 
situated close to the easy-to-handle 
grip control system. 

The 2008 shares 67 per cent of its 
underbody with the 208 hatchback 
but has longer body overhangs. It’s 
200mm longer, 96mm taller and 
25mm as well as 162mm more 
ground clearance. 

If you are a driver needing lots of 
rear room then the 2008 should be 
on your radar. While the rear 
seating isn’t the most comfortable in 


the sector everything folds com¬ 
pletely flat to offer 1,194 litres of 
space. 

All versions get ESP as well as 
anti-skid, stability control, emer¬ 
gency braking and electronic brake- 
force distribution. All round air bags 
are standard. 

There are four badge levels, 
Access, Active, Allure and Feline, a 
choice of eight colours and a compre¬ 
hensive range of petrol, diesel and e- 
HDi engines. 

The 1.6e-HDi 115 Feline had a top 
speed of 117mph and 0-62mph in 
10.4 seconds and a stop-start 
system. Running costs are low, emis¬ 
sions are impressive at just 106g/km 
and there are remarkable fuel con¬ 
sumption figures of 70.6mpg on the 
combined cycle. 

Many models in the B-sector 
demonstrate a lot of body roll on the 
open road and the Peugeot is no 
exception but things weren’t as bad 
as expected. 

For a crossover the 2008 was actu¬ 
ally fun to drive with a comfortable 
driving position and plenty of steer¬ 
ing wheel height and reach adjust¬ 
ment. 

For those needing the security of 
being able to cope with the snow or 
tricky conditions without the cost of 
four wheel drive this Peugeot may be 
the answer.
